Annual Ballot 


Between December 2 and December 6 the 1958 annual 
statements and official ballots were put into the mail. 
For the record, this is the first time in the modern 
history of the Society that a contest has been made for 
any office on the State level. There are two candidates 
for the office of Secretary-Treasurer, one of whom will be 
elected, and four candidates for the office of National 
Director, three of whom will be elected. Consequently, 
the 1958 election is of considerably increased importance. 
In the past approximately 600 of the 1,400 eligible cor- 
porate members have marked their ballots. This year 
there are a few more than 1,600 corporate members; 
therefore, it is to be hoped that at least 1,000 of those 
eligible to vote will mark their ballots and return them.

A Committee Preference Slip is included in the mail- 
ing. Those members of the Society who desire to serve 
on these committees should mark their preference and 
return the coupon by return mail. On the reverse side 
of the coupon will be found the 1957 budget of the 
Illinois Society and the proposed 1958 budget, which 
was ordered distributed to all those belonging to the 
Society by the Board of Direction at its September 14 
meeting. 


Annual Statements 

As will be noted by a study of the budget, approxi- 
mately 75% of the Society’s income is from dues re- 
ceived from those belonging to it. By being an ‘‘early 
bird’’, that is, sending your annual dues check in at 
once, you will be helping the Society to maintain its 
present dues schedule, since the receipt of your check 
eliminates the necessity for sending out a second or 
third notice. Your cooperation is appreciated by Society 
officers and your Executive Secretary. 


Membership 

A year ago in this space it was noted that there was 
a record number of 28 new and 3 reinstatements on the 
November 21, 1956 ballot. This year records have been 
broken again and the mark will be difficult to equal.

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SADDER AND WISER FRESHMEN

The University of Illinois recently played host to a 
two day conference which brought high school principals 
and teachers face to face with some of their former 
: ‘students, now at the university. Chief topic of discussion 
was how the high schools had prepared their students 
for higher education, especially in English composition. 
A later conference will concentrate on mathematics. 

‘“‘Every student here seems to feel that he should have 
had more English in high school, to the point of being 
bitter,’’ one principal observed. Time after time stu- 
dents reported that they had not been held to high 
enough standards in high school. They have not learned 
to write competently, to read well, to study. When 
they get to college they find themselves handicapped by 
the lack of skills they could and should have learned 
earlier. 

When the blind lead the blind, both fall in the ditch. 
The combination of anti-intellectual high school authori- 
ties with students too immature to know their own best 
interests naturally results in the waste of years of school- 
ing. A halfway intelligent freshman can learn that in 
only a few months on the university’s campus. 

We are in a bad situation indeed when college fresh- 
men can instruct high school principals and teachers 
in the importance of being able to read and write pro- 
ficiently and resourcefully. Yet if the elders need such 
instruction [and it has been obvious for years that they 
do], conferences like that at Urbana can be useful. If 
the conspirators to keep high school students from learn- 
ing anything come to realize that large numbers of form- 
er students and their parents are outraged, it may not 
be too much to hope that our schools will undergo a 
badly needed reform. 

If it is sad to contemplate what today’s college stu- 
dents have not learned in high school yesterday, it is 
even more discouraging to think about those who have 
not gone to college. Tho at a shocking waste of time 
and money, many college students belatedly acquire a 
respect for and a familiarity with intellectual skills. The 
millions for whom high school is the end have no such 
second chance. 

It would be a serious mistake to allow any increase 
in the ambition of high school programs to be limited 
only to a college bound elite. Every high school student 
is entitled to an educational experience that challenges

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and exercises his entire intelligence. Those who do not 
go to college must learn in high school, if ever, what 
formal education and directed study can do for a man. 


The ‘‘more English’’ that the sadder and wiser youths 
at Urbana wish they had had is not so much more courses 
in English, as different ones. Tho the sciences and 
foreign languages have all but disappeared from the 
studies of too many high school students, English has 
nominally held its ground. But what goes on in the 
name of ‘‘ English’’? 

A quantity of less than half baked busy work, the book 
length study issued by the curriculum commission of the 
National Council of Teachers of English showed clearly 
—and complacently. 

Planning the senior prom, organizing a Red Cross 
drive, talking about ways of improving the school 
grounds, reading ‘‘some particular phase of literature 
such as world literature’’—these and many more dubious 
projects pass as English studies. Numerous curriculum 
experts openly decry minimum essentials and objective 
standards. But without insistence upon essentials and 
standards, any amount of so-called English study may 
leave the graduates as illiterate as they are now. 

On Saturday afternoons thruout the fall the suc- 
cess or failure of football coaches is exhibited for all 
to see. For too long our high schools’ performance in 
preparing their graduates for the intellectual demands 
of either college or nonacademic hfe has been unex- 
amined. Both the nation and individuals will gain if the 
schools are increasingly called upon to redirect their 
energies from ‘‘sandbox activity’’ to the serious business 
of improving minds. 


EDITOR’S NOTE. 

The key to raise educational standards is to supply universities 
with better material. Too many high schools and high school 
teachers have accepted the soft touch. It will be of lasting value 
if you will visit your high school principal and the president of 
your Board of Education. If conditions as described in this 
edtorial prevail in your school, you, as a taxpayer, should take 
immediate steps toward improving them. Additional copies of 
this issue are available on request.
